I A. B. dotruely and ſincerely acknowledge, profeſs, teſtifie and declare before God and the World, That our Gracious King CHARLE F hell. is true and 
lawfull King, Supreme Lord, Rightfull Soveraign, and the only Chief Goyernour under God, of the Realms of England, 1reland, Scotland, and all other his 
Majeſties Dominions, and of and oyer all perſons therein, both Temporal and Spiritual, of what Religion ſoever, | 

by. that he - entruſted by God, and by the Laws of his ſaid Kingdoms and Dominions, with the Supreme external Regiment of both State and Church, People 
and Clerpy in them. . 

Andie although he be not impowred with any Spiritual or Supernatural Church-Power of the Keyes, yet heis with a Royal Politique Temporal and Natural 
Power Supremggo direct by fuitable Laws and Precepts all the aforeſaid perſons, and to Coerce by ſuitable means and puniſhments all Tranſgreſſors amongſt them, 
and all Tranſgreſſions of every perſon of them, ( withont exemption of any ) in whatever cauſe or thing Civil and Temporal], or Eccleſiaſtical and Spiritual, 

And that neither the Pope, nor any Prince, Potentate, State or Perſon, nor any Synod, or other Aſſembly or Repreſentative of the Clergy or People or both, 
Foreign or not Foreign, of what Religion ſoever, hath or haye, or ought to have over all or any of the ſaid perſons his Majeſties SubjeRs, or in or over any of. 
their ſaid Aﬀairs or Cauſes within his Majefties Kingdoms or Dominions aforeſaid, any Power, Superiority or Juriſdiction tranſcendent or paramount, or co- 
ordinate or equivalent to the aforeſaid Power Supreme Royal, as to any proper effe& thereof, or any kind of Authority which doth or may contein it emi- 
nentially, formally or virtually, nor can bave any part thereof inherent in or derived to them, but from and by his Majeſties ſgecial or general Commiſſion or 
Permiſſion, according to bis Laws, and with continual dependance from, and ſubordination to his ſ#id Majeſty and Laws. | 

And that all che aforeſaid perſons, his Majeſties Subjecs, are obliged under pain of ſin to obey his Majeſty in all Civil and Temporal Aﬀairs, as much as or 
wherein the ſaid Laws require obedience from-them , and in all Eccleſiaſtical and Spiritual things and Cauſes not only to obey the direion of the ſaid Laws, where 
ſuch dire&ion appears nor to be againſt the will of Ged, but alſo where it doth appear to them againſt ſuch will, then and in every ſuch cafe to abide and ſaffer 
PRLey vey rebellious relu&ance, or any forceable reſiſtance by Arms, or by unlawfull and contumacious Riots or Tumults, the coercion and penalties of 
the ſame Laws, ; 

And that the aforeſaid power Supream-Royal of his Majeſtie, is not hitherto, nor can hereafter be forfeited or loſt by any abuſe either true or pretended of it,
